COLUMBUS (UPI) - The 
Ohio S enate M onday night 
passed and sent to the House 
legislation requiring utilities to 
tell their customers where they 
can buy m aterials to insulate 
their homes and where they can 
(¿tain financing to pay for it. 
If utilities fail to comply with 
the bill, they would be required 
to make the loans themselves 
under an amendm ent adopted 
on the floor before the final, 
unanimous Senate passage. 
The Senate also sent to Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes two bills for 
signing. 
One would 
require 
operators of motorized bicycles 
to be at least 14 years old, have 
valid Ohio motorcycle driver's 
licenses and require that the 
vehicles be licensed by the state 
by April 1, 1978. 
The 
other 
prohibits 
local 
governments from prohibiting 
the establishment of residential 
mental health care facilities 
through zoning ordinances. 
Sen Michael Schwarzwalder, 
D-Columbus, said his home 
insulation bill was a 
“first 
step” toward a solution of the 
state’s energy crisis. 
He said two-thirds of all 
homes were either noninsulated 
or underinsulated, and that 
window 
caulking, 
w eather 
stripping or other forms of 
insulation would reduce the 
state’s energy consumption and 
save homeowners money on 
their utility bills. 
If the bill becomes law, each 


utility 
in 
Ohio 
would 
be 
required 
to 
send 
to 
its 
residential custom ers each 
May and September a list of 
approved hom e c o n tracto rs 
who could do the insulation 
work. Homeowners would also 
receive a list of banks and 
lending institutions willing to 
make loans to finance the work. 
An added amendm ent re ­ 
quires that utilities make the 
small loans themselves if banks 
do not set up the loan program 
themselves. 
Any losses through default on 
the loans could be added to a 
utility’s rate base and passed 
on to all customers, said Sch­ 
warzwalder. 
Schwarwalder’s bill also re­ 
quires th at 
the B oard 
of 
Building 
S tan d ard s 
adopt 
federal rules for insulating one, 
two and three-family homes. 
Sen. J.Tim othy McCormack, 
D-Euclid, said the Senate’s 27-1 
approval of House amendments 
to send his residential mental 
health facility bill to the 
governor was the 
“greatest 
step the people of Ohio could 
take in moving away from 
warehousing our mentally re­ 
tarded citizens in large, cruel 
state institutions.” 
McCormack agreed in each 
of the House changes to his bill, 
which was designed to end the 
practice of some local govern­ 
m ents which enact zoning 
ordinances to keep such facili­ 
ties out of residential neighbor­ 
hoods. 
Face Russia Return 
Hijackers Give 
Up Peacefully 


HELSINKI, Finland (UPI) — 
Two weary Soviet hijackers 
who slept through the escape of 
th eir 
last 
three 
hostages 
surrendered peacefully today 
and Finland said they would be 
returned to the Soviet Union as 
soon as possible. 
The two gunmen — aged 19 
and 22 — walked down the 
stairs of the twin-engine Aero­ 
flot jet about 90 minutes apart 
and were whisked away to a 
Helsinki police station. 
The end to Finland’s first 
hijacking began several hours 
earlier when the last Ihree 
hostages dashed out of the 
plane as the gunmen dozed off. 
Their escape left the hijackers 
alone in the plane, ringed by 
police and troops arm ed with 
antiaircraft cannons. 
Alexander Zyirnyak, 19, sur­ 
rendered first and was followed 
by Ginnadiy Selusjko, 22. The 
newspaper Ilta Sanomat, quot­ 
ing a policeman at the scene, 
said Selusjko slit his wrists, but 
government officials denied the 


report. 
Officials said they would be 
returned to the Soviet Union as 
quickly as possible under term s 
of a hijack treaty between the 
two countries. 
Soviet laws provide for 5 to 15 
years imprisonment in hijack­ 
ing cases not involving death or 
injury. 
Zyirnyak and Selusjko said 
they were arm ed with hand 
grenades and explosives when 
they commandeered the plane 
Sunday on a domestic flight 
over the Soviet Union. 
They threatened to blow up 
the plane with hostages aboard 
unless they were given a flight 
to Sw eden but a fte r their 
surrender authorities said they 
had only a single, em pty 
grenade. 
Soviet authorities told the 
Finns 
that 
Selusjko had a 
criminal record for theft. 
They freed the jet’s seven- 
man crew shortly after landing

KENT, Ohio (UPI) - Police 
today began dragging and

singing and chanting demon­ 
strators at Kent State Universi­ 
ty who have staged a two- 
month long sit-in at the site of a 
new gymnasium which is to be 
built in the area where four stu­ 
dents were killed by National 
Guard troops. 
The first two persons arrest­ 
ed were Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
Scheuer of Boardman, parents 
of Sandra Scheuer, one of the 
four students shot to death by 
National Guardsmen during an 
anti-war demonstration May 4, 
1970. 
Also arrested were Arthur 
Krause, Pittsburgh, father of 
Allison Krause, who also was 
killed in the shootings and the 
parents of Alan Canfora, who 
was wounded in the shootings. 
C anfora 
w as 
one 
of 
the 
dem onstrators and also was 
arrested. 
About 30 cam pus police, 
backed up by Portage County 
sheriff’s deputies and Kent City 
police and wearing riot gear 
and arm ed only with clubs, 
moved into “Tent City” and 
began 
taking 
the 
dem on­ 
strators to four buses. 
The d em o n strato rs w ere 
booked at the scene and the 
buses were to take them to the 
Portage County jail at nearby 
Ravenna.. 
Singing,

P o rtag e County Common 
P leas Court Ju d g e Joseph 
Kainard, acting on a request 
from the university, Monday 
issued an injunction to 32 in­ 
dividuals and 200 “John Does” 
ordering the protesters to leave 


the cam pus by 8 a.m . today. 
However, kainard also or­ 
dered the university to halt 
plans to build the gym until a 
prelim inary hearing for the 
protesters to present their case 
is held July 21.

called the restraining order 
against construction of the gym 
“a victory.” 
“The judge recognized our 
position that there should be no 
construction until we have the 
opportunity to give our a r­ 
gum ents,” said Whittaker. 
Stephen Parisi, an attorney 
for the university, said the 
order will give the university 
“the opportunity to resume 
normal activities, allow stu 
dents to get back to school and 
allow teachers to teach.”

Changing Arms Race 


‘The Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, which 
since 1945 has kept time on the arms race, has 
just moved its famous clock ominously closer to 
midnight. 
‘The familiar reasoning is that the failure of 
American and Soviet negotiators at Geneva to 
reach agreement on limiting strategic arms 
means that the race continues The superpowers 
are still engaged in a deadly contest, each 
provoking the other into piling up arms en­ 
dlessly, wasting scarce resources, increasing the 
indiscriminate destructiveness of weapons, and 
moving the world closer to nuclear holocuast.” 
The above was not written yesterday, although 
if Geneva were changed to Moscow, it could have 
been. It was written nearly four years ago by 
University of Chicago professor and government 
defense consultant Albert Wohstetter, in an 
article in the houmal Foreign Policy. 
Since then the famous clock has continued to 
hover between 11 o’clock and midnight. The 
names of the negotiators are different; the 
mathematics of 
the 
“ mutually 
assured 
destruction’’ they must deal with remains 
essentially the same. 
Again in 1974, the independent Center for 
Defense Information estimated that we had in 
our arsenal 
2,404 
“ World 
War 
IIs” 
(the 
equivalent destructive power of all the bombs 
dropped on Germany and Japan in that war; and 
363,769 “ Hiroshimas” (the equivalent force of 
the atomic bomb that leveled that city). The 
Russians had 4,671 “ World War IIs’’ and 718,539 
"Hiroshimas." 
Whatever the figures are today, they are as 
incomprehensible as they were back then 
But if the strategic arms limitation negotiators 
wander in the same surrealistic never-neverland 
in terms of the quantity of destructive power 
possessed by each side, one thing about the arms 
race that has changed, and continues to change, 
is the quality of the weapons at their disposal. 
One of the obstacles that frustrated the Carter 
administration’s first attempt to reach an accord 
with the Soviets was the cruise missile, a new 
element that has appeared on the chessboard 
since 1974 We have it and they don’t — yet. And 
until they do have it, they are not going to accept 
any agreement which permits ua an advantage 
in the deployment of this missile 
For that reason alone, although there were 
others, Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s recent 
mission to Moscow was doomed before it started 
Four years from now, or two, or one, what 
sophisticated new weapons will have entered 
into and complicated the picture? 


Yet as Wohlstetter argued in 1974, rather than 
locking us into an ever-tighter arms spiral 
leading to a 
holocaust, 
the constant 
im­ 
provement in the accuracy and versatility of 
muclear weapons increases the range of choice 
of both sides to include more discriminate, less 
brutal, less suicidal responses to attack — 
responses that are more believable. And only a 
believable response will deter a 
potential 
aggressor. 


That is one way of looking at it, and the 
avoidance of nuclear war for three decades 
offers at least negative proof that the continual 
refinement of nuclear weaponry need 
not 
inevitably increase the likelihood of that kind of 
war. 


Still, at immense cost, each side continues to 
seek an advantage over the other, or to counter a 
supposed advantage achieved by the other. As a 
result of the failure in Moscow and the dim 
outlook for success in the next round of talks in 
Geneva in May, and because of recent Soviet 
surges in conventional war-making capability 
the United States faces the prospect of another 
leap in defense spending. 


The only comfort is that the cost of main­ 
taining the arms race, great as it is, is infinitely 
less than the cost of ending it abruptly — in war. 
Alligators Back 


The alligator is making a comeback in Florida 
— so much so that "urban alligators" have 
become a pest problem in communities bor­ 
dering the Everglades 
Only a couple of decades ago this descendant 
of the dinosaurs was in danger of being hunted to 
extinction. Thanks to a federal ban on the sale of 
alligator hides and products, it has grown to such 
numbers that last year the Florida Game and 
Fresh W ater Commission received 10,000 
complaints of alligators invading residential 
canals and swimming pools or sunning them­ 
selves in backyards. 
Fortunately, the alligators are more of a 
nuisance than a danger, though they can range 
up to 12 feet in length. There have been few 
reported attacks on humans (pets and poultry 
are another matter), and most Floridians 
welcome their reappearance. 
If these lowly 
reptiles 
can survive ur­ 
banization, maybe we smart mammals can, too. 


W ASH IN G TO N (N E A ) - 
Although Congress is belated 
reclaiming 
its constitutional 
authority to act in partnership 
with the president in deter­ 
mining foreign policy, too little 
attention is being paid to a 1972 
law which coula further sim­ 
plify that task. 
The statute requires 
that 
when the executive branch of 
the United States government 
enters into any international 
agreement, a copy of 
that 
document must be transmitted 
to Congress within 60 days after 
it takes effect. 
There never should have been 
any need for the law because 
the Constitution is quite explicit 
in stating that the president 
"shall have the power, by and 
with the advice and consent of

the Senate, to make treaties, 
provided two-thirds of the 
senators present concur 
But the 1960s and early 1970s 
saw the rapid growth of an item 
which evaded the obvious intent 
of that language —“ executive 
agreements” signed 
by

president but withheld from 
Congress on the grounds that 
they 
technically 
weren’t 
treaties. 
The 1972 law designed to 
remedy that situation was 
sponsored by Sen. Clifford P. 
Case, R -N .J., the ranking 
minority member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
and Rep. Clement J. Zablocki, 
D-Wis., chairman of the House 
In te r n a tio n a l R e la tio n s 
Committee. 
A study conducted by the

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Seante committee provides 
striking evidence of what Case 
has described a ‘‘a marked 
failure by the executive branch 
last year to comply with” the

Specifically, 440 agreements 
were forwarded to Congress in 
1976, but 171 of them were late.

SC R A BBLE, Va — In its last 
issue before it folded a week 
ago, the National Observer car­ 
ried a 
typically 
interesting 
piece about the long-pending 
"Linguistic Atlas of the United 
States ” The Observer was a 
fine newspaper, even though its 
bridge column was often im­ 
penetrable, and I mark its 
passing with regret 
Those who love the American 
language, and delight in its 
richness and variety, will find 
another cause for regret in the 
story of the Linguistic Atlas. 
This is a monumental labor of 
both love and scholarship, 
launched nearly 50 years ago by 
Dr Hans Kurath of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan. The idea is to 
plot geographically the nuances 
of speech and colloquialism 
that once identified Americans 
by the regions and communities 
they grew up in. 


By way of example: The 
person who recalls “ belly 
bunting" on a sled probably 
' coasted downhill in the snows of 
Worcester County, Mass., and 
the upper Connecticut River 
Valley Someone who carries 
- potatoes in a "burlap" is likely 
from New England If he takes 
things home in a "tote,” he 
betrays a Southwestern up­ 
bringing Cooks in one region 
boil potatoes in a “ pot.” In 
another, they use a “ pan.” 
Bostonians tend to add a post­ 
vocalic "r,” so that Cuba comes 
(Hit 
“ Cubar ” Atlantans, 
by 
contrast, tend to eliminate the 
“ r ” whenever they have a 
chance 
What occasions regret is that 
so many of these linguistic dis­ 
tinctions seem to be fading By 
the time the Atlas is completed, 
somewhere around the turn of 


the century, the massive study 
may be of interest largely to 
antiquarians. The insidious 
egalitarianism of television 
doubtless provides one ex­ 
planation for the vanishing 
idiom. The increasing mobility 
of our people also plays a part. 
Political forces slowly impel us 
away 
from 
diversity 
and 
toward uniformity. 
It’s a pity. My own observa­ 
tions are limited to Southern 
speech, and more particularly 
to Virginia speech, out my 
guess is that editors throughout 
the nation have chronicled the 
same course of events in their 
own communities 
When I came to Richmond in 
1941, fresh caught from the 
Midwest, the extended “ ou” 
diphthong fell upon one’s ear as 
sweetly as the sound of cow­ 
bells far away. Then a maouse 
ran abaout the haouse A sulky 
child would paout. A drunk was 
a 
saouse. 
Such 
phonetic 
spellings can’t convey the 
multi-syllabled inflection. At 
that time, in common with most 
Southerners, Virginians seldom 
employed one syllable when 
they could use four or five in­ 
stead. 
Another regionalism was 
then in common use. This was 
the soft "c ” in place of the hard 
“ c.” Once, as a cub reporter, I 
had to mail a photograph and 
sought help from Miss Mary 
Traylor, the newspaper librar­ 
ian She was a Southern lady of 
a 
certain age 
"What 
you 
need,” she said, "is a piece of 
cyorrugated cyardbo’d." 
Virginians, penurious in so 
many 
ways, 
held 
an 
ex- 
travagent view of redudancies. 
A pen was an "ink pen." A pot 
was a “ cook pot.” Well-to-do 
families lived off Cary Street 
Road. To the east were James 
City County and Charles City 


County. Accounts were kept in 
a “ ledger book.” You wrote 
letters on 
“ writing 
paper.” 
Children played with “ puppy 
dawgs.” A murder victim was 
"killed deh-yud.” 
The reporter who traveled 
about the Saouth 35 years ago 
could hear lovely echoes of 
Elizabethan speech in isolated 
parts 
of 
Virginia, 
North 
Carolina and Appalachia. You 
heard the gullah dialect in 
Summerfield, S.C. Once a 
venerable Texan expounded to 
me the distinctions among 
cowboy, cowpoke and cowhand 
Along the Mississippi, residents 
of a delightful old river city 
gave themselves away as 
surely as Peter outside the 
place: They were from Mim- 
phis, Tinnissee. 
Little of this remains. I hap­ 
pened to be in Memphis a 
couple of months ago, and 
inquired about the short “ i.” 
My hosts had not heard it for 
years. Here in the South, you 
still detect the slow cadence 
and the musical inflections of 
the past; terminal “ g’s” and 
“ r ’s” still tend to be casually 
discarded. Down at Burke’s 
Store the other day, I was 
delighted to hear a country­ 
man’s boy tell his father where 
he was; "A h’m raht cheer,” he 
said 


For even these vestigial 
remnants, let us be grateful 
And let us remember, as dearly 
as we remember old love af­ 
fairs, Leo Durocher predicting 
the disaster his 
Brooklyn 
Dodgers were about to impose 
upon their mortal enemies. An 
approaching series, said the 
Great One, would be "Poil Hah- 
buh fuh de G i’nts.” Perhaps, 
under the beneficent influence 
of the Cyartuh fambly, a little 
pure speech may yet return 


WASHINGTON - Whatever 
did happen to "Oilcan Eddie” 
Sadlowski who was such a big 
man in steel last winter? 
Almost literally his name was 
on 
the 
quill-tip 
of 
most 
proletarian 
culture-mongers 
across the world. His was a bold 
venture. 
In 
tandem 
with 
Victor 
Reuther and many American 
intellectuals, artists, H olly­ 
wood hucksters and regional 
unionists, he bid for control of 
the powerful 1.4-million-mem­ 
ber United Steelworkers union. 
And he and his allies are true 
believers. With “ steel” as a 
base they were certain they 
could change the course of 
American labor, politics and 
the White House 
The 38-year-old Sadlowski 
lost the Feb. 8 election to Lloyd 
McBride. 
Well, officially not yet. 
Today 
he’s 
costing 
the 
federal 
budget at 
least 
$1 
million. That’s what it’s taking 
for the U.S. Labor Department 
to investigate the poll because 
of Sadlowski’s official chal­ 
lenge of the results. 
And that’s only for starters. If 
for some reason the Labor 
Departm ent’s 
investigative 
special branch of elections and 
trusteeships 
recommends 
to 
the Secretary of Labor Ray 
Marshall that there be a rerun 
of the United Steelworkers of 
America presidential election, 
it may cost millions more 
There are some 5,675 USWA 
locals. 
Few realize how much money 
the Labor Department has been 
pouring into such challenges, 
probes and reruns. In 1972, the 
Department reran the United 
Mineworkers of America presi­ 
dential balloting — and the tab 
to the taxpayers was over $4.7 
million.

After all 
some 600,000 steel unionists 
didn’t bother to vote last Feb. 8. 
Sadlowski may be out of the 
world spotlight but he’s doing 
what comes naturally to Big 
Ed. He’s still on the staff of Dis­ 
trict 31 His allies still have 
influence in that steel area 
running east from Chicago to 
the Indiana dunes. And also in 
the iron ore area of Minnesota, 
Upper Michigan and Upper 
Wisconsin. 
Sadlowski and his still gung- 
ho coalition are beating the 
drums for unprecendented 
local strikes in those arenas — 
on local issues ranging all the 
way from demands for plant 
dieticians and bigger parking 
lots to support for a boycott of 
Rhodesian chrome. 
Actually there hasn’t been a 
legal steel strike since the 
critical 116-60 walkout Which 
incidentally was settled by steel 
union lawyer Arthur Goldberg 
in the home of then incumbent 
Vice President of the United 
States, Dick Nixon. 
There isn’t much chance of 
any serious 
disruption 
of 
American life styles if the local 
strikes are called on Aug. 1. 
There’s lots of steel around. 
Also lots of iron ore on the 
docks. Enough to last until 
Christmas. 
And at the moment only some 
15 to 20 locals of the 500 covered 
by the no-strike, 
no-lockout 
Experim ental 
Negotiating 
Agreement between tne big 10 
steel companies and the union 
have voted to ask the national 
USW office for permission to 
walk out. This is required by 
the constitution. 
In all some 20,000 to 25,000 of 
the 350,000 basic steel workers 
would be involved. But they 
could put a crimp in the no- 
strike agreement on which the 
bread of the industry and its 
workers depends so much. 
So Oilcan Eddie and his six- 
pack of beer is still around He 
may be back in the headlines 
and on the tube one of these 
days before he can finish the 
last of his cans. In America, 
anything can happen.

In the little 
township of 
Hardenburgh in New York’s 
Ulster County, large numbers 
of the town’s residents have 
gone and got themselves mail 
order ordinations to the minis­ 
try. 
For the new ministers, it was 
a twofold exercise; to dramati­ 
cally symbolize their opposition 
to what they believed was an 
inordinately large percentage 
of township property that was 
tax exempt and a method to 
avoid paying increasingly large 
property taxes. 
The Hardenburgh case has 
brought to the fore once again 
the question of whether chur­ 
ches should be taxed and, if so, 
how does one go about it? 
Even some churches have 
begun to become concerned 
about the issue and have 
adopted policy positions calling 
vor “ voluntary contributions in 
lieu of taxes” to municipalities. 
Weighing in with a lively, 
G 
)lemical “ no,” however, is 
ean 
M. Kelley, 
a 
United 
Methodist minister and the 
National Council of Churches 
chief executive for religious 
liberty and an expert on 
questions of church-state rela­ 
tions. 
Kelley, in a new book, “ Why 
Churches 
Should 
Not 
Be 
Taxed,” argues 
that 
whole 
notion of tax exemption for 
churches, including deduc­ 
tibility, is misunderstood by 
most people. 
He argues in part that tax 
examption is not a privelege 
granted by the state and that 
that belief is based on “ the 
fallacy ... that government has 
the right, if not the duty, to tax 
everything that 
moves and 
doubly 
everything 
that 
doesn’t.” 
But churches 
and other 
charitable institutions, Kelley 
argues, do not produce wealth 
or profits — the source for 
government taxation. 
Beyond that, however, Kelley 
says that the function of 
religion in society — “ one that 
is of secular importance to 
everyone’’ 
— justifies 
its 
favored situation within the tax 
code. 
‘The provisions 
made 
in 
American law for protecting 
freedom of religion are not just 
a matter of sentimentality 
indulging those individuals who 
are quaintly disposed to such 
archaic behavior, but a very 
sensible, hardheaded, present- 
day way of trying to make 
available to those who need it, 
in as many forms and varieties 
as possible, the crucial ingredi­ 
ent for their lives that religion 
provides," Kelley said. 
In short, religion seeks to 
provide answers to the experi­ 
ences that “probe most deeply” 
the ultimate meaning of life 
and, under the provisions of the 
First Amendment, each of the 
variety of answers that are 
offerred are left to “ sink or 
swim” by the ability of the 
answer to attract adherents. 
‘Tax exemption is of the very 
essence of that relationship 
between 
government 
and 
religion: it neither gives to the 
organizations of religion any­ 
thing 
that 
they 
would 
not 
otherwise have nor takes away 
from them anything they have 
attracted from adherents on 
their ownb merits, and the 
same applies equally to all 
religious groups,' he said 
Kelley 
would, 
however, 
change some of the rules for 
qualifying as a church for tax 
exempt purposes 


He suggests that there be a 
“ test of time” to determine the 
validity of emerging new 
religions 
before 
they 
are 
granted the status of church. 
“ No one should have to judge 
whether a claimant group is a 
‘religion’ or a ‘church’ on the 
basis of a few months' or a few 
years’ evidence,” he said. 
A magistrate who has to act 
on a new group’s claim, he said, 
would respond that the new 
group is 
“ an 
invitation to 
religion that 
is 
still 
being 
considered” and after a period 
of time — at least a decade — if 
the group has been continu­ 
ously supported by voluntary 
contributions and weathered 
the “ various crises, doldrums, 
tensions and attritions” that 
beset new organizations it 
would 
autom atically 
be 
accorded status. 
Whether such 
a 
proposal 
could actually be implemented 
is uncertain. But the comba­ 
tants in the debate over the 
churches status need to consid­ 
er it.

Horton and the Scottsboro 
Boys,” invaded her privacy and 
slandered her 
However, jurors were not 
immediately told of the judge’s 
decision and were instructed to 
return to court at noon, leaving 
the morning for attorneys from 
both 
sides 
to 
argue 
the 
remaining charge of libel 
Mrs Street, who says she and 
another white woman 
were 
raped by a gang of nine black 
youths on a train on March 25, 
1931, contends the movie about 
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the rape and trial amounted to 
libel, slander and invasion of 
privacy.

Street’s attorneys to give 
"careful attention to circum­ 
stances which you believe infer

"I got a long, hard look at two of 
the kidnapers and I ’m not likely 
to forget those faces.” 
The hearing into the admissi­ 
bility of evidence was expected 
to last several weeks, with 
defense attorneys challenging 
hundreds of items of evidence 
on a piece by piece basis.

Cities, Suburbs Losing 
Population, Report Says

Assembly said in a report. The 
scientists said the ‘‘m ajor new 
ch an g es” have ‘‘im portant 
implications for the premises 
and assum ptions 
underlying 
national urban policy.” 
A ccording to the report,

metropolitan areas in the U.S.

Seven years ago the pattern 
changed. Beginning in 1970, the 
growth rate of urban areas 
taken together fell below that of 
rural areas. The urban areas 
gained population at a rate of 
3.6 per cent between 1970 and 
1975, while rural areas grew by 
6.3 per cent. 
Nonmetropolitan areas grew, 
prim arily 
because 
people 
started 
moving away 
from 
large urban areas. Instead of 
attracting population, as they 
did in the early days of the 
country’s history, urban areas 
now are losing residents. 
At the sam e time, the number 
of people moving to the South 
from other regions of the U.S. 
has increased “dram atically.” 
Between 1965 and 1970 3.1 
million Americans m igrated to 
the South, compared with 4.1 
million in the following five 
years. 
The 
num ber 
of 
southerners who m oved to 
other regions during those 
periods 
dropped from 
2.5 
million to 2.2 million. 
Before 1970, the South was 
losing some residents to the 
West.

The Rocky Mountain states 
are growing faster than every 
other region, by a combination 
of 
births and m igrations. 
Population in the 
mountain 
region, although still one of the 
lowest in the country, 
is 
growing at an average of 3.1 per 
cent a year, which is more than 
three times as great as the 
national average. 
In all four regions of the 
country — Northeast, North 
Central. South and West 
people are moving out of urban 
areas. Between 1970 and 1974, 
the rural population grew at the 
highest rate — 11.8 per cent — 
in the West and the lowest — 1.8 
per cent — in the North Central 
region 
Rural life has blossomed for a 
variety 
of reasons, 
ranging 
from changes in manufacturing 
sites to the booming recreation 
and retirem ent industries, the 
report said. 
The nonurban parts of the 
Blue Ridge-Piedmont area, for 
exam ple, 
grew , 
because 
companies built plants away 
from 
urban 
a rea s. 
en-

to metropolitan labor markets. 
Still Loses People 
According to the report, the 
only rural area that still loses 
population through migration is 
the old Tobacco and Cotton Belt 
from North Carolina to the 
Delta area of the Mississippi 
R iver, 
which 
has

m anufacturing 
and 
is 
populated mostly by blacks. 
Metropolitan places, on the 
other hand, are losing people 
throughout the country 
Between 1970 and 1974. the 
eight 
larg e 
urban 
areas 
(population over 3 million) that 
had a total of 56 million people 
gained only 285,000 residents. 
The cities proper actually lost 
population in 1970 and have 
continued to lose 0.4 per cent of 
their population each year. 
Blacks as well as whites left 
the cities, although blacks often 
moved to the suburbs, rather 
than to rural areas This new 
suburbanization 
of 
blacks 
caused the city concentration of 
blacks to decline in 1971 for the 
first time in the 20th century. 
39 Per Cent In Suburbs 
Taken 
all 
together, 
the 
population shifts have produced 
a country where 39 per cent of 
the people live in suburbs, 29 
per cent in cities and 32 per cent 
in rural areas. 
The balance of migration 
flows has been reversed away 
from urban sites, the report 
concluded. 
The scientists didn't say how 
the government should respond 
to the “dram atic” population 
changes. They suggested, “We 
must learn more about the 
causes of the redistributions 
and their implications, for if the 
n ation’s settlem en t p atte rn s 
are changing, so should the 
nation’s urban policy.”

As it explains, your 
heart rate is a rough index of 
your level of physical fitness. 
Many people have an in­ 
creased heart rate from anx­ 
iety or apprehension as seems 
to be your case. This can 
happen even though that per­ 
son normally has a slow 
resting heart rate. The truth 
is that your heart rates in the 
doctor’s office are not resting 
heart rates. 
A resting heart rate that is 
persistently fast, in a person 
who does not smoke, drink 
coffee, and is not anxious, 
either means he is out of 
shape or has some underlying 
disease 
You could do two things that 
would help your individual 
case. You could have your 
heart rate monitored for 24- 
hour periods. There are small 
portable tape recorders for 
this purpose which you can 
wear all day just as if you 
were carrying a handbag. Tlie 
rate on that will prove that at 
rest you don’t have a high 
rate. 
The other thing you could do 
would be to have a maximum 
stress test, as on a treadmill.

DEAR POLLY — We use a chamois to wash the car

but between uses it dries, cracks, breaks or falls apart.

Please tell us how to preserve a chamois so it can be

DEAR N.T. — You could care for this chamois just as 
; 
one treats a pair of chamois gloves. Wash in lukewarm 
water and make a suds with a mild soap. Squeeze the 
water through the chamois instead of rubbing and if 
stubborn spots remain gently use a soft brush on them. 
Rinse several times in lukewarm water and at the end I 
prefer a rinse of lukewarm suds to help retain the 
softness but there are varying opinions on that last 
rinse. See which you like best: plain lukewarm water or 
lukewarm suds. — POLLY 


DEAR POLLY — I would like Vinnie to know that I put quite 
a collection of marbles in my aquarium instead of rocks. They 
are easy to clean and the different colors look so pretty. —

DEAR POLLY - and Vinnie - I filled a clear glass

ID Card Plan Set 
For Handicapped, 
Senior Citizens 
A new program has been 
implemented this year to 
provide non-drivers, with a 
color-photo identification card 
for use as proof of identity in 
cashing checks and completing 
other transactions. 
Issuance of the card is 
limited to persons 65 years of 
age and over and to han­ 
dicapped persons between the 
ages of 18 and 64 who do not 
have valid driver licenses. The 
identification card costs $3 and 
is valid for four years 
Persons 65 years and older 
can apply for their cards by 
visiting the nearest driver 
license agency and presenting 
proof of age, such as birth 
certificate, school, hospital, 
insurance documents, court 
records or family Bible entries. 
In form ation 
regarding 
eligibility requirements for 
hancicapped persons can be 
obtained by contacting a driver 
license agency or by calling the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles. 
According to the Bureau's 
latest figures, approximately
